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Hundreds 
object to 
centre on 
parking 

PLANS for a new Muslim 
prayer hall and community 
centre in Old Hill look set 
to be refused for the second 
time. More than 145 objec¬ 
tions to the development 
have been lodged and of¬ 
ficers at Sandwell Council 
have now recommended it 
is refused due to concerns 
about parking. 

Councillors were due to 
have the final say on the 
proposal at a meeting last 
night. Under the plans, a 
former Sunday school and 
church building next to the 
Kingdom Hall of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, off Halesowen 
Road, would be revamped. 

Members of the Old Hill 
Masjid and Community 
Centre Association had 
resubmitted the planning 
application after it was pre¬ 
viously rejected in 2013 on 
the grounds that there was a 
‘shortfall’ in the number of 
car parking spaces available. 

The association said coun¬ 
cil representatives only had 
concerns for a ‘very brief 
period’ of the week around 
busy Friday prayers. They 
claimed this amounted to 
a shortfall of around 21 
spaces. 

But the council’s highway 
department have also op¬ 
posed the new centre claim¬ 
ing it would lead to ‘illegal 
and inconsiderate’ parking. 
Councillor John Tipper said: 
“The current premises to¬ 
wards Best Street are woe¬ 
fully inadequate.”

Revamped 
Metro depot 
ready to run 

A REVAMPED Midland Metro depot in 
Wednesbury has been officially opened. 

The project saw the Potters Lane com¬ 
plex upgraded as part of the ongoing £128 
million overhaul of the line between Wol¬ 
verhampton and Birmingham. 

Sandwell Council leader, Councillor Dar¬ 
ren Cooper was joined by the chairman of 
Centro Councillor John McNicholas. 

Councillor Cooper said: “This is a fan¬ 
tastic addition to the Midland Metro in¬ 
frastructure and proof of our ambition to 
achieve a higher standard of service. An 
awful lot of work that has gone into refur¬ 
bishing the depot while keeping the Metro 
in operation and I applaud all those who 
have made it happen.” 

The project was commissioned in 2012 
by Centro and the work was carried out by 
contractors Morgan Sindall. The first phase 
was completed in September 2013 in time 
to allow testing and commissioning of the 
new fleet of Urbos 3 trams. 

The new depot contains a testing and 
commissioning shed, storage facilities for 
24 new vehicles and maintenance works. 
The project also saw upgrade works to some 
of the electrical substations and the crea¬ 
tion of a new substation at West Bromwich. 


inadequate . 

The Ofsted visit comes weeks after a re¬ 
view by the Local Government Association 
which still found areas in need of improve¬ 
ment. It came at the request of the Sec¬ 
retary of State to provide reassurance on 
Sandwell Council’s progress after the 2013 
‘inadequate’ rating. 

When it was inspected in 2013, the de¬ 
partment was said to have failings includ¬ 
ing a Tack of a stable management team’ 
and a reliance on agency staff at every 
level. A report discussed at Monday’s chil¬ 
dren’s services scrutiny board said there 
had been ‘poor quality assessments’ of 
children alongside poor IT systems. 

Overhauled 

But Sandwell councillor Simon Hackett, 
who is in charge of children’s services, said 
progress had been made over the past two 
years. Ofsted began its latest inspection of 
Sandwell’s safeguarding and social care 
services for children and young people on 
January 28. It is likely to take up to four 
weeks to complete. 

Councillor Hackett said: “Ofsted last in¬ 
spected these services in 2013 and rated 
them as inadequate. Since then we have 
radically overhauled the way we work with 
children and families in Sandwell to keep 
them safe. We believe our systems now are 
much improved. We are keen to demon¬ 
strate these improvements to Ofsted and, 
hopefully, showcase the progress we be¬ 
lieve we are making. We think we are on 
the right track.” 

Since 2013 the service has been restruc¬ 
tured in a bid to stop children having their 
social worker frequently changed and to 
remove inefficient working practices. 

The Local Government Association car¬ 
ried out an independent peer review in No¬ 
vember and found good progress had been 
made in several areas over the last year.

Fraudster 
at council 
pocketed 
up to £30k 

A FORMER Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil finance boss who illegally 
pocketed almost £30,000 
has been spared an immedi¬ 
ate stint behind bars. 

David Pottinger de¬ 
frauded the council to the 
tune of £29,118 by transfer¬ 
ring money earmarked for 
children with special needs 
into his friends’ accounts. 

The former senior admin¬ 
istration finance manager 
blamed mounting debts 
after his marriage broke 
down. At Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Friday, the 
35-year-old was was given 
16 months in jail suspended 
for two years. He previously 
admitted seven offences re¬ 
lating to abuse of position 
as an employee of Sandwell 
Council. Prosecuting barris¬ 
ter, Mr Mark Jackson told 
the court the defendant had 
used his position to wrongly 
authorise the payments to 
families that did not exist. 

Mr Jackson said the coun¬ 
cil had protection proce¬ 
dures in place but Pottinger, 
of Hawkins Street, West 
Bromwich, had got round 
the system by ‘hijacking’ the 
computer user name and 
password of another em¬ 
ployee. Mr Muktar Ubi, de¬ 
fending, told the court that 
Pottinger was ‘remorseful’. 

Recorder Ms Sandra Bris- 
toll also sentenced Pottinger 
to a nine-month supervision 
order, a six-month curfew 
between 8pm and 6am, and 
150 hours unpaid work.

THE American man’s words were 
blunt, their message foreboding. 

“I have come,” he said, “because I am 
disturbed by reports that coloured people 
in Smethwick are being treated badly. I 
have heard that they are being treated as 
the Jews were under Hitler.” 

Fifty years on from that brief speech, a blue 
plaque is mounted on the side of a house in Mar¬ 
shall Street, Smethwick. It commemorates the 
visit of the civil rights activist Malcolm X. Nine 
days later, back in the USA, he was shot dead. 

History records the spokesman for Black 
Power as a courageous man who sought equality 
for black people. At the time, his detractors saw 
him as a preacher of racism and violence. 

What was the influential figure doing in 
Smethwick in the first place? He had journeyed 
up from London following an address to the 
Council of African Organisations. He had al¬ 
ready been refused entry to France. Smethwick 
at that time was a byword for racism. 

The year before, a Conservative had won the 
election to be its MP on the back of what must 
have been the most appallingly racist slogan ever 
used in Britain in the latter half of the 20th cen¬ 
tury. Peter Griffiths’ supporters went around 
saying ‘if you want a n***** for a neighbour, 
vote Labour’. Marshall Street epitomised what 
risked becoming a battleground between the in¬ 
digenous population and new arrivals from the 
West Indies, India and Pakistan. 

Faced with mounting tension over immigra¬ 
tion, the town’s council was lobbied by local res¬ 
idents to buy up any properties that came onto 
the market and let them only to white families. 
The group of residents, led by Alice Groves, got 
their way. But the plan was eventually vetoed 
by the Ministry of Housing. Malcolm X believed 
it was only the beginning of something else that, 
left unchecked, would see Britain start to repeat 
the horrors that befell Jews in the Holocaust. 

“I would not wait for the fascist element in 
Smethwick to erect gas ovens,” he said. Malcolm 
X was accompanied by a BBC camera crew. He 
posed by a For Sale sign on one of the houses. 

Bob Badham was 18 years old at the time and 
working as a laboratory technician at Birming¬ 
ham University. His family lived in Montague 
Road, Smethwick and he saw first hand the ten¬ 
sions that were rising around immigration. 

Mr Badham would go on to be one of the lead¬ 
ing cabinet councillors in Sandwell. He retired 
last year. But he also spent 25 years as chairman 
of the Community of Asians Council. The role 
was not one that earned him many plaudits. 

Indeed he recalls how he would return home 
from meetings to find the police waiting for him 
to warn him a threat had been made. “I used to 
have to use a letter opener because I would get

items through the post with razor blades in,” he 
said. “I remember one night there was a Sikh 
family down the road from us and their power 
went off. 

“My dad went round and mended a fuse for 
them. That’s what neighbours do. He didn’t 
think anything of it. The Sikh family were de¬ 
lighted. They came around and knocked the 
door and gave us a home made egg custard as 
a thank you.” The Malcolm X visit has become 
the stuff of legend and has been revisited in doc¬ 
umentaries and academic work. Stephen Page, 
from Darlaston, made a film about the visit. It 
featured interviews with politicians, young peo¬ 
ple and members of the community. 

Mr Page, aged 48 and originally of Slater

Street, has spent years working in Hollywood, 
appearing in the TV series lost. Of his Malcolm 
X documentary he said: “I remembered reading 
about it in the 1980s and realised a lot of people 
never knew Malcolm X had been to Smethwick. 
I thought that was odd. I won a commission to 
make the film, A Day In Smethwick.” 

In 2012 a blue plaque was put on the side of a 
house in Marshall Street. It was first suggested 
by the Nubian Jak Community Trust, which or¬ 
ganises Britain’s only black and minority ethnic 
national plaque scheme. 

Spokesman Jak Beula said: “It’s very sad he 
did not live to see the benefit of his visit. Today 
there are people born in Smethwick to parents 
and grandparents who were born elsewhere.”

A COUNCILLOR is calling for action to 
clear “atrocious” litter from a main route 
through the Black Country which creates 
wrong image of the region.

said: “The road is a right mess. The grass 
verges are litter strewn, there are road 
signs and barriers missing, the carriageway 
markings are so faint motorists can hardly 
make them out. 

“This is not the image that we want for 
this area. 

“The roadsides are full of rubbish on the 
Walsall side of the dual carriageway. 

“It seems to me that Wolverhampton City 
Council do a pretty good job of maintaining 
their side opposite. 

“It is absolutely atrocious and it’s not a 
very good example to be setting if we want 


to attract more businesses to Moxley. We 
have got Wiggle (online retailer) moving in 
to the Citadel warehouse nearby so we need 
to be seen to be making more of an effort 
here to keep the surroundings tidy and ship 
shape. 

“Everybody has been complaining about 
it for a few months now. 

“All along the route from the Moxley is¬ 
land right up to the lights and across to the 
A41 Holyhead Road you can see issues,” 
Councillor Bott said. 

Town hall officers have promised to look 
into it, but no action has yet been taken.

GO Set a Watchman is the title of Harper Lee’s forthcom¬ 
ing novel. Curious. I assumed the sequel to To Kill a Mock¬ 
ingbird would be To Cook a Mockingbird. 

ANYONE else surprised at the reports describing the 
bus-v-tree incident in London as a “freak accident?” If the 
bus is too high and the tree branch is too low, that’s not 
freakery. It’s maths. 

WAY back in ye olden days we kids were expected to 
know our times tables by the time we left infant school at 
seven. We learned them by reciting them. 

The latest plan, to teach kids their times tables by the 
age of 11, was described this week as “ambitious.” And 
while we’re on the subject. In primary school, we 1950s 
kids understood verbs, nouns, adjectives and adverbs. We 
did long division and multiplication. We did nature study 
and art, history, geography and PE. We sang sea shanties 
around the piano and did country dancing to the wireless. 
We could recite the Magnificat and the Beatitudes. And we 
were never, ever given any homework. 

A POLICE campaign against thefts from vans in the 
West Midlands shows thieves breaking open a van’s rear 
door in just six seconds and stealing valuable tools. Of 
course, drivers should leave nothing inside worth nicking. 
But surely the van makers must share the blame. Modern 
car-door locks make it virtually impossible to drive away a 
vehicle without the key. So why can the rear doors on a van 
be breached in six seconds? 

BEST moment by far in Inside the Commons (BBC2) 
came when the new Rotherham MP Sarah Champion, 
flushed with success after getting a clause inserted in the 
law on child abuse, was talking excitedly to the camera.

A reader tells me he 
belongs to a motor club which used the website to check 
the status of 300 entrants to a rally. Although all t displayed 
tax discs 50 of them, according to the DVLA, were untaxed 
or incorrectly registered. 

A REPORT in Wales proposes “breaking up the old-boy 
network” by setting limits on how long local councillors 
can serve. This is revolutionary stuff. At present, council¬ 
lors can be in power from puberty to the grave, so long as 
they represent one of those seats where a three-toed sloth 
would get elected if it wore the right-coloured rosette. 
Council chambers are full of the municipal equivalent of 
bed-blockers who soldier on long after they have served 
their purpose, dunking their free biscuits in their free tea.

Death driver loses appeal on jail term 


A DRIVER who had never had 
a single driving lesson before he 
killed his passenger in a high speed 
smash deserved every day of his jail 
term, top judges have ruled. 

Ashley David Lovekin, aged 25, 
lost control of a Peugeot 206 while 
racing another car before slamming 
into a lamp post in a collision which 
left 31-year-old Nicola Robinson 
dead. Lovekin, who previously 


served a custodial term for killing 
his mother’s boyfriend - was jailed 
for five years and eight months 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court, 
last July. He admitted his danger¬ 
ous driving caused Ms Robinson’s 
death, as well as serious injury to 
his other passenger. 

Lovekin, of Springfield Road, 
Dudley, was also ruled a ‘danger¬ 
ous’ offender and was ordered to 


serve five years on extended licence 
after his release. 

Three senior judges at a hearing 
on Friday at London’s Appeal Court 
rejected a sentence challenge by 
Lovekin, saying the judge was ‘per¬ 
fectly entitled’ to find him a danger 
to society. 

Mr Justice Mitting said Lovekin 
climbed behind the wheel of the 
Peugeot at about 3.45am on August 


4, 2013 - despite having no licence, 
no insurance and never having had 
a driving lesson. 

With Ms Robinson and a 23-year- 
old man in the car, Lovekin was 
spotted travelling at over 50mph 
in a 30mph zone along Birming¬ 
ham Road, Blakenhall, in the lead 
up to the crash. The judge said the 
sentence he received was ‘entirely 
justified’. 


Full speed ahead for 
hamburger island bid 


COUNCIL chiefs will press ahead with plans 
for a hamburger island to ease traffic jams 
around the notoriously congested Birchley 
Island after a majority backed the scheme. 

A £12.7 million overhaul of the island, which is 
used by around 92,000 drivers a day, was revealed al¬ 
most two years ago after it emerged that surround¬ 
ing roads were reaching capacity at peak times. 

Council leader Councillor ... — . 


Darren Cooper called for 
a fresh consultation after 
council officers originally 
favoured the scheme ahead 
of plans for a traffic light 
control junction backed by 
the public. 

Now 83 per cent of the 
public, motorists and busi¬ 
nesses have voted in favour 
of the ‘two-way hamburger 
island’ - so called because 
the roundabout is effectively 
split in two. 

This plan would mean 
Wolverhampton Road would 
be reconstructed so that 
it would pass through the 
current island in both direc¬ 
tions next to the electricity 
sub-station. 

There will also be four 
lanes from the M5 junction 
two to and from Birchley Is¬ 
land and traffic signals from 
the Churchbridge approach. 

Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“These vital improvements 
are needed to our road net¬ 
work to provide a safe and 
efficient transport system. 
This is one of the main 
gateways into Sandwell and 
investing in Birchley Island 
will ease congestion.”

The plans are expected 
to be approved by Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet later this 
month. If approved, the 
council will then approach 
the Black Country Local 
Enterprise Partnership to 
get funding for the project. 

Highways officials 
claimed congestion was 
hitting businesses, public 
transport and creating long 
queues of traffic trying to 
reach the M5 and wider mo¬ 
torways network. 

Four options were devised 
to bring improvements to 
the island during the orig¬ 
inal consultation last year. 

Two of these options were 
rejected as a result of de¬ 
tailed analysis of their per¬ 
formance and benefits. 

Council officers had rec¬ 
ommended a two-way ‘ham¬ 
burger’ island be installed at 
the congestion hotspot. 

But more than half of 
public views were in favour 
of a different option, costing 
£12.9 million, which would 
create a traffic junction sim¬ 
ilar to that at Burnt Tree.

AN 18-year-old man was injured after attackers shot a 
gas powered gun through his car window, police have con¬ 
firmed. Officers were called to Oldbury Road, West Brom¬ 
wich on Friday afternoon after a group of up to five men 
approached the car and discharged the firearm through the 
window.

The man suffered minor cuts to the 
arm and a female passenger was unhurt. Efforts are on-go¬ 
ing to trace the men responsible, or the vehicle they drove 
off in, possibly a white Audi 4x4.

The four, travelling in a 
Toyota Corolla, pulled up 
alongside the 26-year-old 
victim in The Spinney and, 
after taking a metal bar 
from the boot, demanded 
that he hand over the 
£23,000 in £50 notes. They 
had earlier spotted the man 
withdrawing the cash from 
the bank. 

The car was later found 
abandoned in New Spring 
Gardens, Winson Green by 
officers searching for the 
gang.McDonald, aged 23, of 
Aston, had denied the of¬ 
fence but was found guilty 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court where the jury heard 
that a search of McDon¬

The father-of-four stepchildren and one 
step grandchild was dragged along the 
street until the car collided with a lamp 
post, smashing the glass in the driver’s 
door and throwing Mr Shelley-Mellor onto 
the pavement. The car then sped off along 
Penncricket Lane, towards Oldbury Road, 
and out of sight. 

Mr Shelley-Mellor was taken to Sandwell 


General Hospital and later transferred to 
Birmingham’s Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
where he had stitches to the severed tip of 
his first finger on his right hand. 

“When I heard the loud bang, I ran out 
and found he had hit the van and it was di¬ 
agonal across the road,” he said. 

“I thought the person in the car would 
have been badly injured so I went to check if 
he was alright. He put the car in reverse and 
I held on. All I remember is being dragged 
down the road. I let go in the end because 


I thought the car was going to crush me. It 
all happened so quickly.” 

The drama unfolded at around 9.45pm on 
November 27 last year but detectives have 
only just made it public as they are hunting 
the driver of the small red car involved in 
the incident. The driver was described as 
an Asian man, in his early to mid 20s, of 
fairly slim build, with a designer type beard 
which came down in a single line from his 
side burns to his jaw. Call police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. 


Five years jail for brothers 
in £750,000 stolen car ring 


TWO brothers behind a £750,000 stolen car 
ring have both been locked up for five years.

The property was rented 
by Eizam, a 37-year-old fa¬ 
ther of four from Walstead 
Road, Walsall, and he was 
arrested the following day.

linked the lock-up to his 
brother, who had rented it 
from 2010 until Eizam took 
over the lease in October 
2011. 

Police also discovered that 
car salesman Hamza, aged 
29 who lived at the same 
address as his brother - had 
bought the industrial unit in 
Elmore Green Road in June 
2012. 

Parts from a further 
£430,000 worth of cars were 
recovered there and he was 
detained in August 2012. 

Some of the ID marks had 
been ground down and re¬ 
moved but specialist vehicle 
examiners were still able to 
identify the vehicles from 
which the parts had been 
taken. 

The brothers were freed 
on bail pending further in¬ 
quiries and did not appear 
in court charged with con¬ 
spiracy to handle stolen 
property until a year later. 

They denied the offence 
but were convicted after a 
trial and had been remanded 
in custody for sentence.

SOME years ago, a former chan¬ 
cellor of the exchequer once re¬ 
marked that mobile phones were 
‘the scourge of modern society’. 
He was wrong. 

Norman Lamont’s comments 
came long before smart phones 
and text messaging, which have 
turned a generation of teenagers 
into zombies. 

But even in the early 1990s, 
mobile phones were starting to 
grate. However, that irritation 
pales into insignificance com¬ 
pared to the another supposed 
advance in telecommunications 
technology: the automated tele¬ 
phone system. 

You know it, you make a 
phone call and are greeted by 
words to the effect “I can’t be 
bothered to pick up the phone, 
so press one if you want another 
tedious set of options, press two 
if you want to be put on hold for 
10 minutes, or press three if you 
are a new customer and have 
your credit card handy, in which 
case we will gladly part you from 
your money.” 

Actually, those precise words 
are very seldom used, which is 
a shame, because at least they 
would be honest. But you get 
the drift. 

Now, such devices do have 
their place, such as paying utility 
bills, where it is easier to key in 
a few digits rather than dropping 
a cheque off in the post. But is 
there anything more infuriating 
than calling, say, a school, and 
having to listen to a string of 
messages about ‘student ab¬ 
sences’ before you can get to 
speak to a member of staff? 
Aside from the fact schools don’t 
have students. They have pupils. 

Last week, I twice tried to top 
up my pay-as-you-go mobile 
phone using one of these au¬ 
tomated lines, and on neither 
occasion was my account suc¬ 
cessfully credited. So how do 
you get through to an operator 
for help? You can hear all about 
how pressing different buttons 
will allow you to sign up to free 
calls, unlimited texts and 4G 
data packages, but if nothing 
happens, there is no option to 
actually speak to an operator. I 
still don’t know now whether I 
have paid for the unlimited free 
calls and texts I haven’t received. 

If businesses want to prosper, 
they would do well to remember 
that customers will only tolerate 
so much of this. And for the pub¬ 
lic sector organisations which 
use this hateful technology: pick 
up the flipping phone.

Recalling shock 
of Zeppelin strikes

ADAM BURLING reports 
on plans to remember the 
100th anniversary of bomb 
raids on the Black Country 

DOZENS were killed and build¬ 
ings were destroyed as bombs 
rained down on the Black 
Country. 

Now - as the 100th anniversary 
approaches - a memorial could be 
set up in one of the towns that was 
devastated by Zeppelin attacks in 
the First World War. 

Plans are now being drawn up for a 
permanent memorial - possibly a plaque 

- in Tipton to mark 100 years since 33 
people were killed in the Zeppelin raids. 

Wednesbury, Bilston and Walsall were 
also targeted. But it was all a mistake 

- as a German airship pilot mistook 
Wednesbury for Merseyside. 

The devastation, though, caused sent 
shockwaves through communities for 
generations to come. 

Archives 

Amateur historian Derrick Nicholls 
has spent two-and-a-half years research¬ 
ing the raids and is now turning his at¬ 
tention to how the 100th anniversary 
could best be commemorated. 

He held an exhibition at Tipton Li¬ 
brary a year ago, and has since continued 
to delve through the archives for details 
on the captains of the Zeppelins that 
were eventually shot down. 

His research has also revealed more 
information about the victims, with Mr 
Nicholls attempting to piece together a 
fuller picture of exactly who they were. 

It is hoped a full list of the victims and 
their circumstances will be complete 
ready for the anniversary next year. 

Mr Nicholls has also been busy build¬ 
ing a model of an L19 Zeppelin that 
ended up crashing into the North Sea, 


with a British fishing boat refusing to 
rescue the crew. 

Mr Nicholls, aged 72, is a member of 
Tipton Civic Society, which will discuss 
the memorial at a meeting next month 
and come up with a more detailed plan. 

Mr Nicholls said: “I’d would like to 
see a plaque of some sort, but I would 
like it to be something more than just 
those blue plaques that you get on the 
side of buildings. It could perhaps in¬ 
clude an image of a Zeppelin or some¬ 
thing that symbolises what happened.” 

It is 100 years since the first Zeppe¬ 


lin raids in the UK - four people were 
killed in King’s Lynn and Great Yar¬ 
mouth - and historians say those raids 
on January 19 and 20, 1915, changed 
the face of the First World War, with 
the Zeppelin air raids going on to claim 
a total 435 British lives in the conflict. 

A fleet of Zeppelins started making 
their way to attack Liverpool on Janu¬ 
ary 31, 1916 - but two of the pilots got 
lost in heavy fog. 

The L21 and L19 aircraft were actu¬ 
ally over the Midlands when the cap¬ 
tains believed they were in the north 


west. When Kapitanleutnant Max Diet- 
rich thought he had seen Liverpool and 
Birkenhead beneath his L21, he was in 
fact looking at the Black Country. 

He ordered his crew of 16 to start 
dropping the deadly bombs on the un¬ 
suspecting residents. 

Bombs first hit Union Street in Tip- 
ton, with around five of the devices 
falling all around. One also fell outside 
Tipton railway station and more around 
Barnfield Road trading estate. 

In all 14 people were killed in the town 
as the bombs struck at around 8pm. 

Wednesbury Road Congregational 
Church in Walsall was also badly dam¬ 
aged. The L19 Zeppelin was later found 
in the North Sea, having crashed off the 
coast at Grimsby. 

Edna Smith, at the time a four-year- 
old living in Walsall, said: “It was very 
noisy, like a grinding noise, we didn’t 
know where it went to. 

Treatment 

”1 didn’t think much about it at the 
time, but we learned the next day that it 
had bombed a church.” 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of 
the victims of the Tipton bombing on 
February 3. The 14th victim Louisa 
York, who worked as nurse, had been 
taken for treatment at Dudley Guest 
Hospital and her inquest was held else¬ 
where. 

The ruling from the inquest on the 
death certificates states ‘Wilful murder 
against the Kaiser of Germany and his 
son the Crown Prince as being accessory 
to and after the fact’ at the insistence of 
the inquest jury. 

Others to have died in the Tipton 
bombing were Elizabeth Cartwright, 
aged 35; Benjamin Goldie, 42; Daniel 
Whitehouse, 34; Annie Wilkinson, 44; 
Frederick N Yates, nine; George H On¬ 
ions, 12; and 26-year-old shoemaker Ar¬ 
thur Edwards. 

Mr Nicholls is holding a talk about 
the Zeppelins at Sedgley Church Hall on 
February 26 at 7.30pm.

THE Black Country Growth Deal 
promises £162 million and a 
wish list of huge projects, but 
forgive me if I won’t believe it 
until I see it. 

I’m not being negative about 
this. It’s fantastic. The deal 
promises the long-awaited re¬ 
build of Wolverhampton rail sta¬ 
tion, a major revamp of the Civic 
Halls, new buildings for colleges 
in Dudley and Halesowen, im¬ 
provements to junction 10 of 
the M6, 5,000 jobs and 1,400 
homes. 

It is effectively the blueprint for 
putting these great towns and 
city on the path to prosperity, a 
brighter future and so on and so 
on. The problem is it’s still not 
quite a done deal. There is still 
the matter of the authorities get¬ 
ting the go-ahead to borrow the 
money for the rail station or raise 
it another way. 

At the end of this month it’ll be 
10 years since I started training 
to be a reporter. And in all that 
time there has been the plan to 
rebuild what is, to be frank, an 
embarrassingly ugly rail station 
that does nothing to welcome 
would-be investors to the city of 
Wolverhampton. 

Difficult 

Progress has been made, of 
course. The bus station’s been 
up for almost four years and the 
new office and shop block near¬ 
by is getting going. 

But the rail station itself limps 
on. New designs have come 
and gone. And the more that 
happens, the more difficult it be¬ 
comes to generate anything akin 
to excitement among the people 
who should be welcoming this 
with open arms - the public. 

There are some upbeat mes¬ 
sages coming out of the Black 
Country Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership, which has done well 
to establish itself alongside the 
larger neighbour, the Greater Bir¬ 
mingham and Solihull LEP. 

Stewart Towe, the Black 
Country LEP’s chairman, had 
a wonderful turn of phrase 
when he introduced cities min¬ 
ister Greg Clark at the growth 
deal-signing ceremony, at the 
Civic Halls. 

He explained how Mr Clark 
had seen the rail station rep¬ 
resented an ‘opportunity’ for 
development. That’s a kinder 
description than the Transport 
Secretary Patrick McLoughlin 
once gave when he said it was 
‘awful’. 

It’s good we have people like 
Mr Towe going to bat for us 
when it comes to campaigning 
for funding. He will be far more 
diplomatic about seeking fund¬ 
ing or devolved powers than a 
lot of people who have kept hav¬ 
ing to look at artists’ impressions 
rather than seeing cranes on the 
skyline. 

Maybe there will be a pre-elec¬ 
tion rabbit pulled from the hat. 
Now is definitely the right time 
for vote-seeking parties to start 
making promises to voters in 
marginal seats like the Black 
Country.

Crossing hope for easing 
traffic on busy town route 


A CROSSING on a major Black Country route 
is to be improved in a bid to ease congestion. 
Dudley Council has received £40,000 in fund¬ 
ing to create a toucan crossing. 

It will be situated on the A458 Colley Gate in Cra- 
dley, near its junction with Colley Lane. Bosses are 
hopeful the change will improve traffic flow heading 
towards the busy Windmill Hill, as well as making it 


safer for pedestrians. 

A toucan crossing also 
gives cyclists a safe passage 
across the road. Cradley 
councillor Richard Body 
described the road, which 
has a 30mph speed limit, 
as being ‘absolute mayhem’ 
during rush hour. He said 
there were also plans to re¬ 
strict access from Burfield 
Road onto the busy route to 
help improve traffic flow. 

The councillor has long 
called for improvements on 
the route and said he was 
hopeful the new crossing 
would make a difference. 

He said: “At the moment 
there is a large yellow box. 
You go over it expecting the 
road to be clear and there 
is a bus there which snarls 
everything up. 

“I have been going on 
about this for a long time. 

“It is an absolutely terri¬ 
ble road, it is main road. I 
don’t know many cars use 
it but it is extremely busy.” 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed said the new cross¬ 
ing would mean cars would

not be kept waiting ‘unnec¬ 
essarily’ at a red light when 
nobody was waiting to cross, 
which has been flagged up 
as a cause of congestion on 
the route. 

He said: “It will be a fa¬ 
cility which requires people 
to push the button for it to 
turn red. There is not al¬ 
ways a need for the lights 
to be red. It is more user 
friendly, and more friendly 
for cyclists.” 

Gurdev Singh, who runs 
Windmill Supermarket on 
Colley Gate, agreed another 
crossing was needed in the 
area. He said: “There is 
always congestion on this 
road. We always see people 
trying to cross over there 
and they are standing there 
for five or 10 minutes. 

“Something needs to be 
done to help them.” Coun¬ 
cils in the Black Country 
have also been tasked with 
trying to find ways to reduce 
pollution on the roads.

Contractor collapse sees 
more than 50 jobs axed 

MORE than 50 workers have 
lost their jobs after a building 
contractor in West Bromwich 
went into administration. 

Directors at Anglo Holt Con¬ 
struction Limited, in Birmingham 
Road, took the action after the 
firm suffered cashflow difficulties 
caused by substantial contract 
losses over the last 18 months. 

And it was announced 52 of the com¬ 
pany’s 67 employees had been made 
redundant. 

The remaining 15 members of staff 
have been retained to assist adminis¬ 
trators and to see if any value can be 
generated from Anglo Holt’s contract 
base. Joint administrators Guy Man- 
der and Diana Frangou, of Baker Tilly, 
have been appointed joint administra¬ 
tors of the firm. 

They said the staff who had lost 
their jobs were now being assisted in 
making claims from the Redundancy 
Payments Offices. 

Officials said the company’s cash¬ 
flow problems led to a working capital 
shortfall and resulted in an inability 
to meet supplier and sub-contractor 
payments. 

Management took steps to suspend 
work on eight live contracts. Guy Man- 
der, a restructuring and recovery part¬ 
ner at Baker Tilly, said: “The cashflow 
issues were such that the directors had 
little choice but to place the company 
in administration. 

“Regrettably we have had to make 
52 staff redundant. 

“Our specialist employee team has 
been assisting them both with mak¬ 
ing their claims from the Redundancy 
Payments Office and offering general 
support and advice.” 

The company was founded in 1971 
and specialised in the design, construc¬ 
tion and development of industrial and 
commercial buildings.

Moves on libraries welcome 


THE leader of Sandwell Council has 
welcomed moves to ensure the bor¬ 
ough’s libraries remain open. 

At a meeting of the authority’s 
cabinet last week, Councillor Darren 
Cooper said libraries were very impor¬ 
tant to local people. 

In total, five libraries which were at 
risk of closure as part of cost-cutting 
plans have been saved from the axe.

Libraries 
are very important to local people.” 

Sandwell Council has ruled out 
shutting the sites at Hill Top, West 
Bromwich; Oakham, Tividale and 
Langley, Brandhall and Rounds 
Green, all Oldbury. But some could 
move to share buildings with other 
services while extra volunteers could 
also be recruited to help run them. 

Libraries could also start selling 
school text books in a bid to raise extra 
cash to keep service levels.

Brindleyplace in history 
for Brum, 20 years on 



A CANALSIDE business and 
leisure complex which brings 
more than four million vis¬ 
itors to Birmingham every 
year is celebrating its 20th 
anniversary. 

Brindleyplace is recognised as 
one of the city’s most influential 
regeneration projects with over 
10,000 people working on the es¬ 
tate. 

And to celebrate the anniversary, 
people who have lived in, worked at or 
visited Brindleyplace over the past two 
decades are now being asked to share 
their memories and stories of the de¬ 
velopment. 

It is hoped stories will range from 
people getting engaged at one of the 
area’s pubs and restaurants, getting 
their dream job or even taking part in 
community events held there. 

The site was originally occupied by 
factories at the height of Birming¬ 
ham’s industrial period but lay derelict 
for many years following the decline of 
the country’s manufacturing industry. 

In July 1992, planning permission 
was first granted for a new business 
and leisure destination to be created. 

But the history of Brindleyplace 
goes back further to 1987 when Bir¬ 
mingham City Council invited devel¬ 
opers to draw up a blueprint for the 26 
acres of land near to the International 
Convention Centre. 

Outline planning permission was 
given in July 1992 allowing the devel¬ 
opment to be created in phases. 

, But the project hit another early 
bump when ecologists discovered the 
site was home to the very rare Black 
Redstart bird. In June 1993, Argent 
Group Pic purchased Brindleyplace 
for an undisclosed sum. 

Workmen finally moved on to the 
site on September 6 1993 and the 
building project itself was launched

on September 29 1993. The first part 
of the development to be completed 
was The Water’s Edge - a canalside 
scheme of shops, restaurants and bars. 

One Brindleyplace, a five-storey of¬ 
fice building was opened in 1995. 

Phases of work would continue at 
the development until 2009 with the

High hopes for tower blocks revamp

IT’S not a view of the Black Country 
everyone can get but for the engineers 
revamping high-rise homes seeing the 
region from nearly 200ft up is a daily 
occurrence. 

The 100-strong team of workers 
need a head for heights while helping 
modernise three landmarks on the 
Smethwick skyline. 

Workers are in the middle of a mul¬ 
ti-million pound project renovating 
the apartment blocks at The Crofts off 
Windmill Lane. 

Huge platforms will be seen working 
their way up and down the sides of the 
blocks - Ashcroft, Elmer oft and Birch- 
croft - in the coming months. 

It is part of a £11 million project to 
improve more than 250 homes in the 
three buildings. Joint site manager 


John O’Leary said: “It is a bit daunt¬ 
ing at first when you go up there and 
look down, especially the first few 
times. 

“But everyone is experienced at 
their jobs and has been trained and 
you soon get used to it.” 

Construction workers will be using 
the platforms to replace exterior win¬ 
dows on the three tower blocks. 

Outside cladding is also being re¬ 
placed and the balconies revamped at 
the high-rise blocks which have 270 
flats. 

There will also be work to improve 
insulation for the homes with the aim 
of reducing residents’ heating bills. 

Another major part of the scheme 
involves creating pitched roofs on each 
of the 15-storey buildings taking their 


heights up to nearly 200ft. It installa¬ 
tion involves building steel structures 
to support the roofs which will in turn 
create extra extra living space. 

Inside the tower blocks, communal 
living areas will be rewired and given a 
face lift for the residents to enjoy. 

There will also be extra car parking 
spaces created and improved CCTV in¬ 
stalled throughout the site. 

Mr O’Leary says people living at 
the blocks have been welcoming to the 
workers who have laid events includ¬ 
ing Christmas parties to foster com¬ 
munity spirit. 

“They have been fantastic and we 
are getting on well,” he said. 

It is hoped the work on the tower 
blocks will be completed sometime 
next year.

THE deadline is approaching for 
schools to take part in an arts event 
in Birmingham transforming the city 
centre into a virtual aviary. 

More than 100 5ft high owl statues 
will be placed across the city next sum¬ 
mer helping to showcase the cultural 
side to Birmingham.

Team on streets 
to tackle problem 
of young drinkers 


A SPECIAL team of council offi¬ 
cials, police and other partners 
took to the streets of Tipton to 
help raise awareness of young 
people’s alcohol misuse. 

Tipton’s Community Alcohol Part¬ 
nership (CAP) team went out onto the 
streets of Great Bridge and Princes 
End to talk to local traders, residents 
and young people out and about in the 
area. 

The walkabout team included the CAP 
project manager Lydia Smyth, council 
trading standards, anti-social behaviour 
and neighbourhood services officers and 
police officers. There were also representa¬ 
tives from young people’s services, DECCA 
(Drug Education, Counselling and Confi¬ 
dential Advice service for young people), 
Swanswell and traders. 

The evening involved young people near 


Jubilee Park being spoken to and making 
them aware of activities that will be taking 
place at the youth centre. 

Local traders were spoken to, increasing 
their confidence in reporting their concerns 
about underage drinkers to local services 
and ensuring them their concerns are lis¬ 
tened to and acted upon. 

Cabinet member and deputy leader Coun¬ 
cillor Mahboob Hussain, said: “This was 
very worthwhile partnership working on a 
very important issue. The team spoke to a 
number of young people about issues affect¬ 
ing them, and gave warnings and advice to 
anyone suspected of underage drinking or 
anti-social behaviour.” 

A group of adult street drinkers were 
advised on where to go for support in re¬ 
ducing their alcohol misuse. As a result of 
intelligence gathered on the night, trading 
standards were able to confiscate a number 
of illegal tobacco products from one local 
premises. 


£3m extra 
to help city 
homeless 

THREE homeless centres in 
Birmingham will be given a 
£3million revamp. 

The 12-month programme 
of work will include replac¬ 
ing kitchens and bathrooms, 
upgrading boilers and deco¬ 
rating rooms. 

The centres in Bournville, 
Nechells and Acocks Green 
provide emergency accom¬ 
modation for almost 150 
households in crisis, many 
of whom are fleeing from 
domestic violence or fires. 
The centres are staffed 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year 
ensuring families are sup¬ 
ported before moving on to 
live independently. 

Birmingham City Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for 
Health and Wellbeing, 
Councillor John Cotton, 
said: “This programme of 
work is essential if we are 
to make sure that the most 
vulnerable in our city are 
looked after properly when 
they are faced with a crisis 
situation. It also means that 
we can avoid the use of ex¬ 
pensive and unsuitable bed 
and breakfasts.”

Tenants with the 
purchasing rights 


Right to Buy is the scheme 
that helps eligible council 
and housing association ten¬ 
ants buy their home by of¬ 
fering a discount on the pur¬ 
chase price. 

Since the scheme was refreshed 
in April 2012 the discounts have in¬ 
creased. Currently, eligible tenants can 
get up to 70 per cent off the cost of their 
house or flat up to a maximum cash 
discount of £77,000 in England, and 
£102,700 if you live in London. Each 
year these discounts will increase by 
the rate of inflation. 

Since 2012 nearly 30,000 people in 
England have become homeowners 
through the Right to Buy scheme. 

Could this be the right time for you - 
or somebody you know - to join them? 

Receipts from additional Right to 
Buy sales go into building new afforda¬ 
ble housing. 

Who qualifies for the Right to Buy? 

Tenants are likely to be eligible to 
buy their current home if they can an¬ 
swer ‘yes’ to the following questions: 

• Are you currently a council tenant, 
or were you living in your home when 
the council transferred it to another 
landlord (housing association)? 

• Have you been a council or hous¬ 
ing association tenant for five years or 
more? 


• Can you confirm that you do not 
live in sheltered housing or other hous¬ 
ing designed for elderly or disabled 
people? 

In addition, tenants need to be free 
from legal problems with debt or out¬ 
standing possession orders, and their 
home isn’t due to be demolished. 

If you don’t qualify at the moment, 
keep an eye on news about Right to 
Buy as the Government is hoping to 
make further changes to eligibility later 
this year. 

How much does it cost? 

Home ownership brings many bene¬ 
fits such as freedom to make changes, 
a sense of pride and an investment for 
the future. But it is not the right choice 
for everyone and one of the biggest 
questions to answer is ‘Can I afford it?’ 

When you buy a home you need to 
budget for both one-off costs and on¬ 
going costs. And you need to allow for 
your finances to change in the future. 

The one-off costs could include 
stamp duty, professional fees for a 
survey, conveyancing and other legal 
costs. 

The ongoing costs include mortgage 
or loan repayments, repairs and main¬ 
tenance. If the property is leasehold 
(usually a flat) there will be an annual 
service charge and ground rent. 

There is plenty of guidance available 
on righttobuy.communities.gov.uk/ to 


help you add up what this means for 
you. 

Working out your budget 

There is an easy-to-use calculator on 
the Right to Buy website to help you 
work out what discount you could get 
and if you can afford to buy. 

The Money Advice Service offers 
free, impartial advice on budgeting, 
mortgages and other financial matters. 
You can contact them on 0300 500 
5000 or go to their website at www. 
moneyadviceservice.org.uk. 

The Government’s Right to Buy 
Agent service can also help you 
throughout the Right to Buy process 
from applying to completing. The ad¬ 
visers can provide information on find¬ 
ing a mortgage, appointing a solicitor 
and arranging a survey. 

If you are midway through buying 
and have a problem, get in touch with 
the agent service and they can advise 
you. 

The advisers are available from Mon¬ 
day to Friday, 8am until 6pm. You can 
phone them on 0300 123 0913. 

What to do next 

If you decide that home ownership is 
the right choice for you, and you want 
to find out more about Right to Buy, 
have a look at our website. If you de¬ 
cide to go ahead you will need to fill in 
the application form and take the pro¬ 
cess forward with your landlord.

Tesco is back on track 
despite store closures 


TESCO is growing again for 
the first time in a year, but all 
the big supermarkets contin¬ 
ue to lose customers to dis¬ 
count chains Lidl and Aldi, 
new figures reveal. 

While the latest research pro¬ 
vides some good cheer for Tesco, 
sales are up just 0.3 per cent com¬ 
pared to the same time a year ago. 


Tesco had a tough year in 2014, with 
falling sales, a £263 million black hole 
in its accounts and a string of official 
investigations. It has also announced a 
string of closures, including two stores 
in Smethwick. 

CEO Dave Lewis will be pleased to 
see the supermarket has attracted an 
additional 236,000 shoppers into its 
stores in the last 12 weeks, according 
to retail experts Kantar. But this in¬ 
crease in sales hasn’t had an impact 


on Tesco’s overall market share, which 
fell by 0.2 percentage points compared 
to last year, to 29 per cent. 

It is still far and away the biggest 
grocer in the UK, however, with nearly 
twice as big a slice of the market as 
its nearest rival. Asda has overtaken 
Sainsbury’s to reclaim second place 
behind Tesco with 16.9 per cent of the 
market. But both have seen sales fall, 
Asda by 1.7 per cent and Sainsbury’s 
by one per cent.

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Hours to be cut and jobs 
lost at £189 million library 


OPENING hours will be cut and 
staff numbers halved at the £189 
million Library of Birmingham as 
part of cutbacks less than two years 
after it opened. 

The stunning library, standing in 
Centenary Square near the ICC and 
Symphony Hall, is the latest to bare 
the brunt of cuts in the city. Bir¬ 
mingham City Council says it has 
no option but to look at cutbacks at 
the flagship library, which opened its 
doors 18 months ago. 

At least 90 people are expected 
to lose their jobs from a workforce 
of 188 based at the library, which 
houses a renowned William Shake¬ 
speare collection. 

It was officially opened by teen¬ 
ager Malala Yousafzai in September 


2013 who survived being shot by the 
Taliban and now lives in the city. 
But now officials at Birmingham 
City Council say the opening hours 
would be slashed from 73 hours to 
40 hours a week to make savings. 

The council said it must cut 
nearly £113m from its 2015/16 
budget - but this is down from orig¬ 
inal estimates of £116.7m for the 
next financial year. 

Council leader Sir Albert Bore 
said it was the ‘end of local govern¬ 
ment as we know it’. 

He said: “We always aim to put 
residents first and offer excellent 
services - and the efforts we are 
making at a council level are making 
a positive difference, but each year 
this is more and more difficult.”

The name game is 
on for health staff 

A SENIOR nurse has called on hospital staff to make 
an effort to tell patients their names as part of a na¬ 
tional campaign. Colin Ovington, who is chief nurse at 
Sandwell & West Birmingham NHS Trust, has urged 
doctors, nurses and other hospital staff to introduce 
themselves to patients to make them more comfortable, 
as part of the Hello, My Name Is... campaign. 

The campaign was started by Dr Kate Granger, a 
registrar from Yorkshire, who has terminal cancer and 
became frustrated with staff who failed to introduce 
themselves when she spent time in hospital. 

Mr Ovington said: “The campaign has helped staff at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 
remember how important it is for each patient to know 
they are cared for as individuals. 

“I believe every single member of staff has a part to 
play, whether working in clinical care or coming into 
contact with patients and visitors as they walk around 
our hospital sites.” 


Promising 
runner gets 
jail after 
robberies 


A PROMISING teenage athlete has been 
jailed for four years following a string of gun¬ 
point robberies on parkland close to where 
he trained. 

Abdi Abdi was a runner for the Birchfield Harri¬ 
ers athletics club which has also been the home club 
of heptathlon star Denise Lewis. He trained at the 
Alexander Stadium near Great Barr. 


But after training ses¬ 
sions he used his knowledge 
of the BMX track in neigh¬ 
bouring Perry Park to tar¬ 
get young people for their 
mobile phones and expen¬ 
sive bikes. 

The 19-year-old from 
Aston picked on young boys, 
some as old as 15, engaging 
them in conversation, police 
said. 

But Abdi would then 
point a gas powered hand¬ 
gun at them, forcing the 
youngsters to hand over 
their belongings. 

Conversation 

However, as Abdi cycled 
through the park, on June 
23, three teenagers recog¬ 
nised the BMX as one stolen 
a week earlier. 

One of the group also rec¬ 
ognised Abdi as he had been 
threatened by him earlier 
that month, according to 
officers. 

Fortunately he had man¬ 
aged to get away from Abdi 
and two accomplices and on 
this occasion nothing was 
stolen. The friends alerted 
police and then started up 
a conversation with Abdi, 
who tried to sell the bike to 
them. 

As he rode away the boys

followed him along the 
canal. Police were able to 
stop Abdi and he was ar¬ 
rested. 

Investigating officer Dc 
Laurence Green said: “A 
search of Abdi’s back pack 
revealed the handgun, al¬ 
though he said that he had 
found it in bushes and was 
intending to hand it in to 
police. 

“He further maintained 
that he had bought the 
BMX bike from a man in 
Alum Rock for £50 and had 
no knowledge that it was 
stolen. 

“The lads were aware of 
the number of robberies 
happening in the area in¬ 
volving a firearm and the 
warnings being issued by 
police to visitors in the park, 
yet they bravely chased 
after the offender.” 

Abdi was charged with six 
robberies between April and 
June, with almost £3,000 
worth of property stolen, 
however he continued to 
maintain his innocence and 
stood trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court in December. 

Abdi was sentenced at the 
same court on Friday.

Tragedy of diseased horse 
left to die on council land 


A HORSE died after being abandoned in a 
severely diseased and malnourished state on 
grassland. The animal was discovered near 
The Cracker in Tipton. 

Sandwell Council was called and officers believe 
the horse had been deliberately led to the land and 
left alone with no food, water or shelter. Councillor 
Ian Jones, said the horse was not micro-chipped. 


The cabinet member for 
jobs and economy explained 
that without the chipping it 
was impossible to trace the 
owner. 

He added: “This was a 
dreadful case of animal cru¬ 
elty. 

“Not only was the horse 
left for dead but it was left 
for us as a council to re¬ 
move. 

Reminded 

“This is a real problem 
and I want to remind horse 
owners that they must mi¬ 
crochip their animals and 
take proper responsibility 
for them. 

“When officers visited 
council land to inspect 
tethered horses they found 
nearly all were not mi¬ 
cro-chipped.” 

The council has reminded 
horse owners that animals 
with ringworm should be 
treated as highly-contagious 
to people and strict isolation 
procedures should have 
been adhered to.

The council is also re¬ 
minding owners that they 
need a horse passport, which 
have been issued since July 
2009, and they must contain 
a microchip number show¬ 
ing its registration. 

A passport is needed for 
each animal and lasts the 
animal’s lifetime. 

Borough horse owners 
face fines of up to £5,000 
if they can’t show a valid 
horse passport for an animal 
in their care. 

Mr Jones added: “I also 
want to remind members 
of the public they should 
not approach any tethered 
horses as they could inad¬ 
vertently startle the horse 
which might then kick out 
at them.” 


Nelly the 
engine rolls 
back home 

A STEAMROLLER used for 
levelling the Black Coun¬ 
try’s roads a century ago 
has returned home. 

The six-ton road roller 
has been loaned to the Black 
Country Living Museum by 
owner Carol Colvin, who 
lives in Northamptonshire. 

Following the death of her 
husband Douglas - who af¬ 
fectionately named it ‘Nelly’ 
- she decided a loan to the 
museum in Dudley was 
what he would have wanted. 

“It was his pride and 
joy,” she said. “My hus¬ 
band always had a passion 
for steam, and when he 
saw it he fell in love. We 
spent many hours talking 
over whether to buy it. We 
couldn’t come to a decision, 
so in the end we flipped a 
coin and that was it.” 

The steamroller dates 
back to 1911 and was once 
the property of Tipton 
Council. The now defunct 
authority bought it with 
a £438 bank loan, around 
Jim Pease Museums Motor Vehicle Engineer with al 911 6-ton Steam Roller £50,000 in today’s money. 



Transport 
plans back 
in pipeline 

LONG-AWAITED plans 
for tram lines and light 
rail services connecting 
the Black Country’s key 
towns with each other and 
Birmingham have been re¬ 
vived. 

The West Midlands Inte¬ 
grated Transport Author¬ 
ity has given the nod to the 
proposals, which include 
a review of a long-stalled 
scheme for a second Mid¬ 
land Metro line to connect 
the Merry Hill Centre with 
Wednesbury along the old 
Stourbridge freight line. It 
follows renewed interest in 
a line linking Wolverhamp¬ 
ton rail station with the 
city’s New Cross hospital. 

Options include ‘very 
light rail’ similar to the £20

Loyalty stretched far beyond our 
side when Baggies won the cup 


ALTHOUGH I was born a Villa fan, 
Our Dad always instilled into us 
the importance of supporting the 
Midland teams if the Villa were 
knocked out of any cup-run. 

As the later 1960s was the bleakest 
of times for the fortunes of the Villa, 
that meant that each season we were 
having to back another Midland side, 
in the FA Cup especially. 

In 1969 it was Leicester City who had our 
backing, although they lost against Man¬ 
chester City in the final; but the year before 
it was West Bromwich Albion in their 1-0 
victory over Everton to win the trophy. 

Our Dad was even more delighted that it 
was a local team, a West Midlands club, that 
had won. In fact he was so chuffed that he 
took me and our Kid, Darryl, up town to 
cheer on the victorious Albion players when 
they arrived at New Street station in Bir¬ 
mingham on Sunday, May 19, the day after 
the match. There were several thousand of

us around there but that was just the start 
of the celebrations as The Times reckoned 
that ‘about 250,000 Midlanders turned out’ 
to watch West Bromwich Albion ‘return in 
triumph with the Football Association Cup’. 

From New Street, a 10-mile route was 
taken to West Bromwich and so great were 
the crowds along the way that they ‘repeat¬ 
edly broke through police cordons. 

Outside West Bromwich Town Hall, an 
estimated 10,000 Albion fans were packed 
in, 30 deep, on either side of the road and 
behind police lines. Many of them were 
‘perched in trees, on rooftops, and chimneys 
40 feet up’. 

When Graham Williams, the captain, 
emerged on the dais outside the Town Hall 
and held aloft the trophy, the crowd waved 
and cheered. The cheering swelled as each 
player came out to hold the cup, but the 
biggest acclaim of all was for Jeff Astle, the 


centre-forward who had scored the only 
goal in the game. 

Reg Clare also has a story relating to 
West Bromwich Albion. A while ago he and 
his wife spent the New Year at Blackpool. 
He says: “We had a fantastic time. 

“The hotel was owned and run by a man 
from Tipton. All the residents were from 
the Midlands, and a lot of them were West 
Bromwich Albion supporters. A question 
came up: ‘How did they get the nickname 
the Baggies?’. 

“Years ago I had heard that when they 
entered the league, they found themselves 
not so well-off and ready for folding, so they 
gave their loyal supporters little bags, and 
asked them and their friends to put a few 
coppers into them and bring them back 
next home match. This they did for a few 
weeks and they paid all debts. Management 
then said ‘to show our appreciation to you 
loyal supporters and these little bags, if it 
wasn’t for them we wouldn’t be where we 
are, so I’m going to call you little baggies’. 
Thus arose The Baggies. 


Meanwhile, Mr C Pritchard has kindly 
sent in these three photographs taken 
in 1954, the year that he was born, and 
which include his father, Benjamin Ivan 
Pritchard, who is the goalkeeper. 

The game was the final of the Express & 
Star’s six-a-side cup. Benjamin’s team was 
Butler’s FC. Mr Pritchard says: “He worked 
for Butler’s brewery in Springfield Road off 
Cannock Road in Wolverhampton. Dad was 
in the RAF and also played football for the 
RAF in India which was his base. 

“He also played for Wolves and became 
third team goalkeeper as understudy for the 
late, great Bert Williams. Dad also played 
for Darlaston FC after he left Wolves FC. 

Mr Pritchard adds: “I also have the win¬ 
ners’ shield Dad received in the photo of the 
Express & Star final. I would like to know 
what happened to the Express & Star Cup, 
where is it kept now and where the pitch 
was - and also the name of the other team 
who played in that final, and who presented 
the cup. The two children behind dad in the 
photo are my brother and sister.”

Album Reviews

GLASWEGIAN band Texas 
celebrate their silver anniver¬ 
sary with an album that re¬ 
works their biggest hits and 
includes four new songs. 

One of those new tunes, Start A 
Family, sets the soulful standard 
on Texas 25 (Pias) with a tender 
vocal from Sharleen Spiteri and 
a lush arrangement glowing with 
Hammond organ and slide guitar. 
Black Eyed Boy is reinvented as a 
Motown stomper, Say What You 
Want has fatter bass and horns, 
Halo and Inner Smile are given 
southern soul makeovers, while 
The Conversation gets a voodoo 
vibe. When We Are Together finds 
Sharleen emulating Diana Ross on 
a Supremes-like revamp. 

Their best known song, I Don’t 
Want A Lover, is funkier on these New 
York-recorded Truth & Soul Sessions 
whilst keeping the signature slide gui¬ 
tar. Summer Son is given a reggae-like 
lilt plus lots more Hammond and echo. 

Of the new songs, Are You Ready 
is the weakest but is pleasant enough 
with its surf guitar and sing-along 
chorus. Supafly Boy is pure 60s with 
a Sliced Tomatoes-like backing. Say 
Goodbye echoes both Say What You 
Want and Al Green’s back catalogue. 

If these revamped versions make you 
nostalgic for the originals, among the 
various formats of album from Febru¬ 
ary 16 is a double CD pack containing 
the original hits too. Expect a stripped 
back, semi-acoustic approach when 
Sharleen and her boys present An 
Evening with Texas at Birmingham 
Symphony Hall on April 19. 

London siblings Kitty, Daisy and 
Lewis Durham return with The Third 
— yes it’s album number three — ex¬ 
ploring a diversity of retro stylings, of¬ 
ten with harmonica to the fore on this 



Sharleen Spiteri, singer with Texas, who 

have given their repertoire a revamp 

Sunday Best release. Highlights in¬ 
clude bluebeat chugger Baby Bye Bye, 
Kinks-like opener Whenever You See 
Me, the bluesy Good Looking Woman 
and Imelda May-ish rockabilly number 
It Ain’t Your Business, all produced by 
former Clash guitarist Mick Jones. 

Jazz singer and pianist Diana Krall 
reworks several modern standards and 
personalises them in her restrained 
style that remains somewhat minimal¬ 
ist despite lush production on new al¬ 
bum Wallflower (Verve). 

Songs getting the Krall treatment 
include California Dreamin’, Despera¬ 
do, Superstar, I’m Not In Love, Sorry 
Seems To Be The Hardest Word and 
Don’t Dream It’s Over. There are a cou¬ 


ple of star duets, Michael Buble joining 
Krall for a version of Gilbert O’Sullivan’s 
achingly sad Alone Again and Feels 
Like Home with Bryan Adams. 

The key track is a new Paul McCa¬ 
rtney song, written for Krall, with the 
former Beatle in full-on romantic mode 
for I’ll Take You Home Tonight which 
sounds like a lost Wings classic, which 
she gives due gravitas. 

She will be kicking off her UK tour at 
Birmingham Symphony Hall on Sep¬ 
tember 28. 

Despite a sexist sleeve, that was par 
for the course in the 70s, The Best of 
Cerrone Productions (Because) is a 
hugely enjoyable glitterball of 70s dis¬ 
co from the stable of ace French pro¬ 
ducer Marc Cerrone. 

Flamboyant 

This 36-track double set involves 
more panting than in the average mar¬ 
athon, lots of pulsating electronics and 
decadent strings, and bland choral 
singing, under Cerrone’s own name 
and various pseudonyms/proteges. 
Cerrone and Italian counterpart Gior¬ 
gio ‘I Feel Love’ Moroder practically 
invented disco and their flamboyant 
sounds remain an epitome of ridiculous 
hedonist fun. 

All We Are are a trio who met at uni¬ 
versity in Liverpool but hail from Ireland, 
Norway and Brazil, and on their epon¬ 
ymous debut album they demonstrate 
a kind of aloof cool that could appeal 
to fans of London Grammar and The 
XX. Released by Domino, tracks such 
as Stone and the more upbeat Honey 
have an icy allure. 

No Romeo is the belated debut al¬ 
bum from Nottingham singer Indiana 
(AKA Lauren Henson), losing momen¬ 
tum with it being released by Epic 
several months after her synth pop 
hit Solo Dancing. There is depth here, 
dark subjects explored on songs such 
as Play Dead and Blind As I Am, from 
an electronic artist closer in spirit to 
James Blake or PJ Harvey than typical 
dancefloor fodder. Seek this if you like 
Portishead or London Grammar.

There are currently seven million people in the UK 
living with cardiovascular disease, which includes 
heart attack and stroke.

During Heart Month 
we’re urging everyone to take on the Heart month 
10 minute challenge to improve their heart health 
as well as join our Wear it. Beat it. fundraising event 
on 6 February to fund life saving research.”

DRIVETIME 


Mokka is 
a clever 
package 

By David Banner 

Small crossovers should be fun and fashion¬ 
able but that doesn’t mean they can’t also 
be versatile, capable and practical too. Like 
Vauxhall’s little Mokka? Perhaps. Here’s the 
new face of this changing brand and it’s one 
you might find yourself growing to like. 

Suddenly, Vauxhall design is all about the delivery 
of that most current of automotive traits, the ‘lifestyle 
statement’. Has been ever since brand parent Gen¬ 
eral Motors belatedly realised that profit, not market 
share, was of most importance in achieving commer¬ 
cial respectability. And the result has been a whole 
wave of interesting new models wearing the Griffin 
badge - the individualistic ADAM premium supermini, 
the stylish Cascada convertible and our subject here, 
the interesting Mokka small SUV crossover. 

Under the bonnet, there are three main engine options, 
the most affordable, as ever, being the least desirable of the 
trio, the 2WD-only, 115PS petrol, 1.6-litre variant which, with 
only 155Nm of torque, needs to be rowed along a little with 
the gear lever - a stick that only offers you five speeds. 

A better bet for petrol people is the Mokka we tried, the 
140PS, 1.4-litre turbo. Sixty is just 9.4 seconds away enroute 
to 118mph, so it’s usefully more rapid, and there’s a health¬ 
ier 200Nm of torque. Despite all this and the optional inclu¬ 
sion of 4WD, the provision of a six-speed gearbox and more 
modern mechanicals mean that this pokier 1.4 is actually 
cheaper to run than the feebler 1.6. 

Specify 

The most practical engine choice though is the one most 
buyers will probably select, the 130PS, 1.6-litre CDTi die¬ 
sel capable of a top speed of around 119mph and rest to 
60mph in around 10 seconds. You get all the main mechan¬ 
ical choices with this unit - so you can specify your car with 
six-speed manual or automatic transmission and with or 
without 4WD. Perhaps more importantly, you get a lot more 
pulling power - 300Nm in all. Every Mokka is theoretically 
capable of towing a braked trailer of up to 1,200kg in weight, 
but this diesel variant is the only one that’ll really take such 
a task in its stride. 

This Mokka sets its own course amongst small crosso¬ 
vers. Though supermini-based, like a Nissan Juke, it’s near¬ 
ly as big inside as a family hatch-style crossover like Nis¬ 
san’s Qashqai. But whatever your thoughts about this car’s 
size, you’ll probably agree that the way this Mokka looks 
will go a long way towards selling it. Cute and individualis¬ 
tic without being wilfully outlandish in the manner of a rival 
Nissan Juke. 

Under the skin are the underpinnings of a supermini - 
more specifically, the Chevrolet Aveo, mechanicals Chevro¬ 
let has also used in its Trax small lifestyle crossover that’s 
one of this Vauxhall’s sharpest rivals. In the back, the rear 
seats benefit from wide opening doors that simplify the 
fitment of a child seat, though that sharply rising waistline 
might restrict the view out for smaller occupants. 

As for luggage room, well, there’s no high boot lip to 
negotiate and beyond it lies 356-litres of carriage space - 
about the same as you’d get in a MINI Countryman but 30 
per cent more than you’d get in a Nissan Juke. 

So, this Mokka’s a small, trendily-styled five-door little 
SUV/crossover isn’t it? Well yes. So it’ll be priced directly 
against the other car we tend of think of in this market sec¬ 
tor, Nissan’s Juke, won’t it? Well, no. Vauxhall points out 
- correctly - that their car is a significantly larger thing - 
hence the price span for the range that lies in the £16,000 
to £24,000 bracket. To put that into perspective for you, that 
means you’ll be paying a price premium of around £2,500 
for this Mokka over an equivalent Juke. 

As far as cost of ownership is concerned, it would be fair 
to call this Mokka ‘class competitive’. As you’d expect these 
days, a start/stop system is fitted across the range (though 
only on manual gearbox models) to cut the engine when 
you don’t need it, stuck in traffic or waiting at the lights. As 
a result, even the oldest engine in the line-up, the 115PS, 
1.6-litre petrol unit, doesn’t lag too far behind its 1.6-litre 
petrol Nissan Juke or MINI Countryman rivals, returning 
41.5mpg on the combined cycle and 158g/km of C02. As 
for the MOPS, 1.4-litre petrol turbo 4x4 Mokka we tried, well 
despite the extra power and weight, the figures are nearly 
as good - 45.6mpg and 144g/km of C02. Much pricier all¬ 
wheel drive petrol Juke and Countryman models use much 
bigger, thirstier, dirtier engines that don’t ultimately take you 
much faster. 

Stacking up even better is the Mokka in 1.6-litre CDTi 
130PS diesel form. Thanks to ‘Clean Tech’ technology that 
optimises combustion control, NOx nitrogen oxide emis¬ 
sions are reduced and overall efficiency is dramatically 
improved. To the point where the figures for this variant - 
65.7mpg on the combined cycle and 114g/km of C02 - get 
close to those of a MINI Countryman Cooper D that, with 
around 20PS less, takes around a second longer to get you 
from rest to sixty.

But against the odds and out of nowhere, 
they emerged from the north west with a draw 
that felt like a victory by the time they boarded 
their team coach for the journey back. 


And on a day when noth¬ 
ing else he saw would have 
filled him with optimism, 
Pulis will be crossing his 
fingers that Brown Ideye’s 
67th-minute equaliser can 
give both player and team 
an infusion of belief that 
was so patently lacking for 
most of Sunday’s latest grim 
showing. 

For the majority of the 
game, Albion’s display was 
every bit as poor as any¬ 
thing that has gone before 
this season, under both Alan 
Irvine and Pulis. 

Disjointed 

They were disjointed, 
disorganised and at times 
shambolic at the back and, 
once the Clarets had raced 
into a 2-0 lead inside 32 
minutes, there appeared to 
be no way back for a Baggies 
side with slumped shoulders 
and scrambled brains. 

So to salvage a share of 
the spoils was not only an 
admirable show of unity 
but also a potential rallying 
point from which Pulis can 
galvanise his troops. 

The solid debut from new 
captain Darren Fletcher 
offered signs of encourage¬ 
ment for the future, as did 
a lively substitute’s display 
from Saido Berahino. 

Baggies fell behind thanks 
to some shocking defending.

A cross from the right 
found Ings, who helped it 
back across goal for Ashley 
Barnes to outjump Chris 
Baird and head home. 

Albion failed to gain any 
kind of foothold and were 
forced to use Berahino in 
the 18th minute when Vic¬ 
tor Anichebe’s injury curse 
struck again.

They were unable to pick 
up the momentum at the 
start of the second half de¬ 
spite a positive half-time 
change that saw Ideye re¬ 
place the struggling Baird. 

But out of nowhere they 
forced two corners and drew 
level from the second.
